Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Fourth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  Formhy  drj?ing  1970. 

The  health  of  the  district  remained  good 
throughout  the  year,  although  there  were  245  cases  of 
infectious  disease  notified  compared  with  26  in  1969. 

However  the  increase  was  due  to  the  usual  biennial  outcrop 
of  measles  of  which  there  were  237  cases.  It  is  hoped  that 
many  of  the  Formhy  parents  will  take  advantage  of  the  measles 
vaccine  which  is  now  freely  available  so  that  these  biennial 
outbreaks  of  measles  can  become  a thing  of  the  past. 

The  birth  rate  was  20.4  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  22,2  in  1969  and  a rate  of  16  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  was  8.5  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  7.2  in  1969  and  a rate  of  11,7  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  Infant  ilortaility  rate  was  again  very  low  at 
7 per  1,000  live  births  and  compares  v/ell  with  the  figure' 
of  18  for  England  and  Wales.  Although  the  actual  number  of 
deaths  from  all  causes  at  190  shows  an  increase  on  the  156 
that  occurred  in  1969,  it  is  encouraging  to  find  that  the 
number  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  fell  from  11  to  5- 
Although  the  numbers  are  too  small  to  drav/  conclusions , this 
reduction  is  against  the  trend  in  the  country  as  a whole  where 
sadly  the  n-umber  still  rises,  perhaps  the  anti-smoking  campaign 
is  starting  to  have  an  effect,  at  any  rate  in  Formby. 

The  population  continues  to  grow  and  the 
mid  1970  estimate  of  22,500  shows  an  increase  of  570  persons, 
whilst  the  number  of  houses  increased  by  251.  In.  the  25  years 
since  the  end  of  the  war,  5?000  houses  have  been  built  in  Formby. 

The  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
again  had  a busy  year  and  carried  out  1,505  visits  of 
inspections  of  which  992  were  to  dwelling  houses  following  the 
receipt  of  complaints  of  nuisance. 
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Finally  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of 
the  Health  Gommittee  for  their  interest  and  support  during 
the  year  and  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  ready  help 
and  assistance  at  all  tines.

Hospitals 


The  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for 
the  administration  of  the  hospital  service  within  Health 
Division  No.  7 of  vjhich  Formby  forms  a part.  There  are  no 
general  hospitals  within  the  Urban  District,  but  treatment  can 
be  obtained  at  any  of  the  hospitals  in  the  area,  i.e.  Liverpool, 
Southport  or  Ormskirk, 

Nursing  Homes 


One  private  Nursing  Home  is  registered  by  the  County 
Council  and  inspected  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Staff. 

Infectious  Disease 


Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the 
City  Hospital,  Fazakcrloy,  or  to  New  Hall  Hospital,  Scarisbrick 
when  necessary.  The  incidence  of  notifiable  infections  is 
shown  in  tabulated  form. 

Tuberculosis 


The  National  Health  Service  Act  19^6,  provides  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  Local  Health  Authorities,  however,  have  important 
duties  in  relation  to  environmental  conditions  and  the 
prevention  of  spread  of  infection.

Home  Help  Service 


This  service  is  arranged  by  the  County  Council  for 
helping  vjith  household  duties  in  cases  of  confinement,  sickness 
age  or  other  infirmity.  The  charges  made  for  this  service  are 
according  to  the  ability  of  the  user  to  pay,,  but  in  no  case 
exceed  the  actual  cost  of  the  service. 
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Loan  of  W-ursinp;  Equipment 


The  County  Council  provide  equipment  such  as 
special  beds,  mattresses,  pillows  and  items  of  nursing  equipment 
for  loan,  free  of  charge,  to  patients  being  nursed  in  their  own 
homes.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Divisional  Health  Office 
the  District  Nurse  or  the  Medical  Practitioner  attending  the  case. 
The  St,  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  the  British  Red  Cross  and  other 
voluntary  organisations  also  loan  equipment. 

Welfare  of  the  Aged,  Infirm  and  Homeless . 

Accommodation  for  the  aged  or  other  people  in  need 
of  care  and  attention,  is  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  in  their  own  residential  homes  or  in  homes  provided  by 
voluntary  organisations. 

There  are  several  voluntary  Homes  for  the  elderly 
in  this  district.  ’Maryland’  has  accommodation  for  twenty 
eight  persons.  Five  large  houses  purchased  by  the  Abbeyfield 
(Formby)  Society  Ltd. , have  been  converted  to  provide  a total  of 
thirty  fouj?  units  of  accommodation  for  the  elderly,  each  is 
supervised  by  a housemother.  ’Hurstwood’ , a large  detached  house 
which  was  purchased  by  the  Formby  Urban  District  Council  and 
converted  into  thirteen  self-contained  flats  for  elderly  people 
is  also  supervised  by  a resident  housemother. 

Emergency  Accommodation 

In  the  event  of  a number  of  families  being  rendered 
homeless  due  to  flooding,  gales,  or  any  other  cause,  it  will  be 
the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  to  provide  temporary 
accommodation  until  such  time  as  the  families  are  re-housed 
by  the  District  Council,  or  throu^  their  own  efforts.  When  such 
an  emergency  arises  during  normal  working  hours,  the  Divisional 
Hea.lth  Office  will  be  notified.  Outside  these  hours  such 
occurrence  v/ill  be  referred,  through  the  Maghull  Ambulance 
Station,  to  the  Duty  Mental  Welfare  Officer  who  will  also  inform 
the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  at  his  home. 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulations  Act.  19^8  as  amended 
by  the  Health  Services  and  Public'  Health  .iCt  l968. 

By  these  J^-cts  registration  is  required  of  premises  where 
children  are  looked  after  for  tifo  or  more  hours  for  any  form  of 
payment  or  rev/ard.  The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  registration  and  supervision  of  these  premises. 

There  are  four  child  minders  and  thirteen  playgroups 
registered  and  three  promises  not  requiring  registration. 
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Laboratory  Facilities* 


Pathological  spccinens  and  samples  of  food,  milk  or 
water  for  bacteriological  examination,  are  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  Liverpool,  Samples  for  chemical 
analysis  a.re  sent  to  the  Lanca.shire  County  ^^nalyst,  Preston. 

Disinfection 

Disinfection  of  bedding,  clothing,  books,  etc.,  is  carried 
out  after  infectious  disease  or  on  special  request. 

Infected  articles  are  removed  to  the  Sparkhall  Disinfector 
in  the  Council  Depot.  The  method  of  disinfection  used  in  this 
apparatus  is  by  the  vapourisation  of  a fluid  having  a high 
Rideal-Walker  co-efficient,  ^^.fter  a period,  the  chamber  is 
cleared  of  the  go-s  by  means  of  an.  extractor  fan.

Water  Supply 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  district  by  the  West  Lancashire 
Water  Board,  The  water  is  obtained  from  deep  wells  headings  and 
boreholes  sunk  in  the  new  red  sandstone  formation  in  the 
Bickerstaffe  and  Aughton  areas,  .and  is  supplied  by  mains  which 
vary  in  size  from  3"  "bo  14”  internal  diameter.  The  pressure 

in  the  mains  is  often  reduced  to  parts  of  the  district  during 
periods  of  peak  demand  although  the  construction  of  two  12" 
trunk  mains  direct  from  the  Blundell  House  Pumping  Station  has 
made  some  improvement. 

When  the  connection  was  made  between  the  original  trunk 
main  and  the  new  Formby  Trunk  main  the  direction  of  flow  was 
reversed  and  temporarily  caused  some  discolouration  by  the 
disturbance  of  iron  deposits. 

a.xdditionalroservoirs  are  to  be  constructed  by  the  Water  Board 
at  Corse  Hill  and  Hill  Lane,  which  will  enable  reserves  to  be 
built  up.  temporary  6”  P.V.C,  pipeline  connecting  the 

Liverpool  undertaking  has  been  connected  to  the  static  water  tank 
sited  at  the  rear  of  the  Council  Offices,  and  this  supply  is 
pumped  into  distribution  when  pressure  drops  in  the  mains.

Water  supply  to  dwelling;s 

Mains  water  is  supplied  to  most  dwellings  with  the  exception 
of  ten  houses  which  depend  upon  wells  for  their  v/ater  supply. 

Seven  samples  were  obtained  and  v/ere  submitted  for  bacteri- 
ologico-1  examin'^.tion.  The  sample  from  one  well  vjas  reported 
as  unsatisfactory,  .'arrangements  vrcre  made  by  the  occupants 
to  obtain  water  in  containers  until  such  time  as  improvements 
could  be  completed.  im  extension  of  the  water  main  at  Larkhill 
Lane  will  enable  four  premises  to  be  connected  to  a mains  supply. 

Eight  samples  were  obtained  from  the  mains  supply  and  these 
were  submitted  for  ba.ctoriologica-1  examination.  x.ll  were  reported 
as  satisfactory.  The  only  standpipes  in  the  district  are  at  the 
caravan  sites. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district.  The  two 
open  air  swimming  baths  belonging  to  private  schools  have  been  in 
operation  for  some  years  and  samples  of  the  17  iter  taken  for 
analysis  showed  that  these  continue  to  operate  satisfactorily. 
I'niother  privato  sv/imming  bath  used  by  a largo  num.ber  of  bathers 
was  in  use  during  the  suranier  months.  Samples  of  the  water  taken 
during  a warm  spell  of  weather  showed  that  the  filtra.tion  plant 
was  not  coping  adequately  v/ith  the  load  being  imposed  upon  it. 

Some  contam-ina.tion  was  being  introduced  into  the  water  both  from 
the  bathers  feet  and  the  surrounding  grassed  area.  This  resulted  in 
the  filter  becoming  frequently  choked,  and  it  was  found  difficult 
to  maintain  a satisfactory  ba.lance  with  a marngin  of  safety.  The 
bath  vjas  eventually  drained,  cleaned  and  refilled  to  8.void  any 
hazand  to  health. 
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Drainag;e  and  Sevjage  Disposa.l 


The  main  sewerage  system  discharges  hy  gravitation 
to  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Hoggs  Hillo  Sewage  from  the 
eastern  area  system  is  pumped  at  the  xi.ltcar  Roa.d  pumping  station 
to  the  works.  Surface  water  from  street  gullies  connects  to 
surface  water  drains  and  discharges  into  vjater  courses.  Rainwater 
from  house  properties  is  drained  into  soakaways  situated  in  the 
gardens . 


The  sewage  works  are  designed  to  give  full  treatment  to 
all  sewage  before  discharge  by  an  outfall  into  the  River  Alt. 

Sewage  passes  through  a screening  chamber  into  a detritus  tank  wheie, 
the  heavy  organic  solids  settle.  The  sewage  is  then  lifted  by 
means  of  electrically  operated  centrifugal  pumps,  again  screened 
and  passes  into  four  sedimentation  tanks  and three  storm  water  tanks, 
having  a total  capacity  of  '^88^000  gallons.  In  the  event  of  any 
failure  of  the  electricity  supply, one  of  the  puips,  which  has  as  an 
alternative  a stand-by  diesel  engine  designed  for  automatic  starting, 
would  come  into  use  v/hen  required  at  sny  time  during  the  day  or 
night. 

Sewage  is  retained  in  the  tanks  from  six  to  eight  hours. 

The  sludge  settles  and  is  drawn  off  at  intorvo.ls  into  a sludge 
tank.  This  is  removed  by  the  tanker  wagon  to  the  refuse  tip. 

The  water  from  the  settlement  tanks  is  discharged  into  one  of  the 
three  filter  beds,  eanh  measuring  120ft.  in  diameter,  and 
automatically  dosed  by  a.  rota^ting  distributor.  The  effluent  from 
the  percolating  filter  beds  is  collected  into  a channel  around  the 
base  and  discharged  into  humus  tanks.  Rinallj^  it  passes  over  a 
weir  into  a channel  leading  to  the  River  Alt. 

The  dischangc  to  the  present  works  already  exceeds  the 
design  flow  but  the  quality  of  the  treated  effluent  has  not 
deteriorated  belov/  the  standard  required  by  the  Rivers  Board, 
iirrangements  are  being  made  with  the  V/est  Lancs.  R.D.G.  for  the 
sewage  from  a population  of  8,000  and  later  15,000  in  Rormby  to 
be  discharged  into  the  proposed  new  Hill  House  Sewage  V/orks . 

The  Sludge  resulting  from  a population  of  50? 000  will  also  be 
pumped  to  the  new  works  (Phase  1) . 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  tha.t  their  existing 
disposal  works  at  Hoggs  Hill  will  be  run  down  and  provision 
made  at  Hill  House  in  Phase  II  to  receive  the  'sewage  of  the  ’ ’ 

total  population  of  Pormby.

Testing  of  Drains 


One  hundred  and  seventy  three  drahn  tests  vjere  carried 
out  during  the  year.  In  most  cases  the  drains  are  tested  by 
being  filled  vfith  smoke  under  light  pressure,  any  leak  being 
readily  observed.  Two  smoke  machines  are  in  use.  In  some 
instances  a viator  test  is  a.pplied. 

Drainage  has  been  carried  out  mostly  in  glazed  vitrified 
clay  pipes  to  B.S.S.  These  arc  jointed  by  tarred  gaskin,  tightly 
caulked,  ' A rapid  hardening  additive  is  sometimes  used  in 
the  cement  to  effect  a ’quick  set’  in  cases  where  ground  water  may 
be  seeping  into  the  trench.  More  builders  are  now  using  self- 
sealing glazed  pipes.  This  joint  is  achieved  by  polyester  moulding 
cast  to  the  pipe  socket  and  spigot.  A rubber  soa.ling  ring  fits 
in  the  groove  in  the  spigot  moulding,  which  is  lubricated  and 
pushed  into  the  socket,  A simple  air  pressure  test  is  applied. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railviay  Premises  ^xCt,  1963 • 

This  Act  prescribes  standards  for  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  employees  in  offices  and  shops.  The  general  provisions 
include  matters  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature, 
ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary  conveniences,  viashing  facilities 
and  accidents.  One  hundred  and  twenty  seven  shops,  twenty  six 
offices  and  eleven  catering  establishments  are  registered.  One 
accident  was  reported  and  investigated  during  the  yea.r. 

FcLctories  Act  1961 


There  are  62  factories  and  other  premises  on  the 
Register,  to  which  Section  7 of  the  Act  applies.  This  relates 
to  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  sufficient  and  suitable 
sanitary  conveniences.  Eighty  eight  visits  i^iere  made  to  these 
premises.  Sections,  1,  2,  3?  '^9  sind  6 rel-ate  to  cleanliness, 
overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors 
and  8.re  only  administered  by  the  local  authority  where  mechanical 
power  is  not  used.  These  sections  apply  to  three  premises  in  this 
district.  -18- 
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Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  i960 

Two  holiday  caravan  sites  are  licensed  for  a total  of 
500  caravans,  for  the  period  1st  March  to  51st  October.  Both 
sites  are  pleasantly  situated  near  the  sea  shore  and  set  amidst 
pinewoods.  ^i-dequate  sanitary  facilities  are  provided.  The 
sites  were  inspected  at  regular  intervals  and  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Refuse  Removal  arid  Disposal 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  under  the  direction  of 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Three  Pakamatic-Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Refuse  Vehicles 
are  in  use.  These  are  operated  with  one  driver  and  six  men 
for  each  vehicle.  Dustbins  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the  refuse 
is  removed  to  the  tip  at  North  Moss  Lane.  When  cover  is 
available  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping.  One  man  is 
employed  at  the  tip  who  uses  a Bull-Do zex  for  levelling.  To 
assist  in  the  disposal  of  garden  refuse  etc,,  c.nd  avoid 
indiscriminate  dumping  a compound  has  been  formed  at  the 
entrance  to  the  tip,  vjhere  domestic  refuse  can  be  left  when  the 
tip  is  closed,  Massey  Ferguson  Fork  Lift  loader  is  used  to 

clear  this  dump  at  intervals . 

Noise  nba.tement 


The  Noise  Abatement  ^i.ct  1960  gives  powers  to  local 
authorities  to  deal  with  noise  or  vibration  which  causes  a 
nuisance . 


The  few  complaints  received  during  the  year  were 
investigated  and  most  of  the  problems  were  resolved  by  informal 
antion. 

Clean  A±t  Act  1956  - Prevention  of  Atmospheric  P o llution 


Although  a 'smoke  control  area'  has  not  been  established 
most  of  the  new  housing  estates  ane  smokeless  because  of  the 
oil-fired  and  gas  central  heating  systems  fitted  in  the  houses 
by  the  builders. 

Daily  records  from  the  volumetric  smoke  and  sulpher 
dioxide  apparatus  ane  kept  and  the  information  obtained  from 
this  apparatus  is  sent  to  the  Wanren  Spring  Laboratory.  This 
is  summarised  with  data  from  other  anthoritic s co-operating 
in  the  Nationa.1  Survey  of  Smoke  and  Sulpher  Dioxide  in  the 
atmo  sphere . 
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Smoke  nuisances 


Twenty  three  observations  were  made  on  smoke  emissions 
from  buildings  other  than  domestic  premises « Some  of  the 
complaints  received  were  in  respect  of  a school  chimney  where 
solid  fuel  furnaces  are  in  operationo  This  vias  mostly  caused  by 
overloading  coinciding  with  a delivery  of  poor  quality  coal. 

There  was  a very  good  measure  of  co-operation  from  the  boiler 
attendants  and  in  most  instances  the  matter  was  cleared  up 
fairly  quickly.  Extensions  to  the  boiler  plant  are  in  hand  to 
eliminate  the  necessity  to  overload.  The  disposal  of  waste  and 
refuse  from  factories  shops  and  gardens  by  burning  often  causes 
nuisance  by  attempting  to  burn  the  waste  without  a proper  smokeless 
incinerator. 

Informal  action  was  taken  on  a few  occasions  when 
contraventions  of  Section  16  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  were 
reported  i.e.  smoke  other  than  smoke  emitted  from  a chimney. 

Pet  Animals  Act  1951 


The  Council  are  the  responsible  licensing  authority 
and  amongst  the  factors  which  they  are  obliged  to  take  into 
account  in  granting  a licence  are  the  suitability  of  the 
accommodation,  arrangements  for  the  feeding  and  the  prevention 
of  the  spread  of  infection  amorg-^  animals  etc. 

Two  licences  were  granted  to  keep  pet  shops. 

The  Animal.  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963* 

This  Act  requires  the  licensing  of  premises  where 
dogs  or  cats  are  boarded.  The  granting  of  a licence  is 
conditional  upon  there  being  adequate  accommodation  in  respect 
of  si.ze  of  quarters,  temperature,  lighting,  ventilation  and 
cleanliness,  etc. 

One  establishment  was  licensed  where  26  dogs  and  nine 
cats  can  be  boarded. 

Slaughterhouses 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  this  district. 

The  Public  slaughterhouse  at  Liverpool  now  provides  adequate 
facilities  for  the  requirements  of  the  area.

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970° 

These  additional  regulations  made  further  amendments  and 
cane  into  operation  on  1st  March,  1971 • 

The  Slaughter  of  Poultry  Act  1967 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1970 
and  extends  only  to  turkeys  and  domestic  fowl.  It  provides  that 
these  birds  shall  be  slaughtered  instantaneously  (by  decapitation 
or  dislocation  of  the  neck)  or  stunned  by  means  of  an  approved 
instrument.  There  are  four  premises  where  turkeys  and  domestic 
fowl  are  slaughtered  and  routine  inspections  were  made  of  all 
these  premises.  The  approximate  number  of  birds  processed  during 
the  year  was  ^00. 

Poultry  Hygiene  and  Inspection  - Frequent  and  regular  visits  are 
also  made'  for  the  purpose  of  supervising  standards  of  hygiene 
and  the  inspection  of  poultry  as  recommended  by  the  Codes  of 
Practice,  -25- 
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Foreshore  and  Shellfish 


An  Order  was  made  under  the  Public  Health  (Shellfish) 
Regulations  195^>  by  the  Liverpool  Port  Health  Authorities, 
which  prohibits  the  taking  of  cockles  and  mussels  from  the 
prescribed  area  unless  they  are  to  be  treated  at  an  approved 
cleansing  station.  This  prescribed  area  includes  most  of  the 
foreshore.  Shrimps  do  not  come  v/ithin  the  prohibition,  and  a 
few  fishermen  still  use  the  channel  for  shrimping.

Ice-Cream  - Food  and  Dru gs  Act  1939  Section  16 


Thirty  two  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream.  This  product  is  mostly  wrapped  or  pre-packed,  and  is 
produced  by  large  manufacturers  outside  the  area.  In  addition 
to  the  retail  shops  selling  ice-cream  some  is  sold  from  vehicles 
and  these  firms  are  registered  under  the  Lancashire  County 
(General  Powers)  Act  1951 » a.s  hawkers  of  food.  Some  vans  are 
fitted  with  refrigerating  equipment  enabling  them  to  produce  a 
’soft'  ice-cream  from  a pre-packed  mix. 

Soft  ice-cream  is  sold  both  from  shops  an.d  vans. 

This  popular  variety  presents  certain  hazards  to  health  unless 
adequate  sterilisation  of  equipment  is  carried  out  and  a high 
standard  of  personal  hygiene  maintained. 

Fourteen  samples  of  ice-cream  were  obtained  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  Eleven 
were  reported  as  satisfactory.  Three  were  void. 

Hawkers  of  Food  - Lancashire  County  Council  (General  Powers) 

Act  1951.. 


Hawkers  of  food  and  their  premises  are  required  to  be 
registered.  There  are  fourteen  hawkers  registered  to  trade  in  the 
district.  Frequent  inspections  of  the  vans  were  made  and  any 
suggested  improvements  were  carried  out.  An  order  made  in  1962 
under  the  Town  Police  Clauses  Act  19??,  prohibits  hawking  in  most 
of  the  main  streets  from  June  to  September  on  Wednesdays,  Saturday 
and  Sundays .

The  Imported  Food  Regulations  1968. 


In  general  the  enforcement  of  those  regulations  is 
dono  by  the  Port.  Health  Authority  but  in  the  case  of  sealed 
containers  which  ane  unexanined  at  the  port  of  entry  an 
undertaking  is  given  by  the  importers  and  the  sealed  containers 
are  allowed  to  go  forward. 


Immediate  notification  is  given  by  the  Port  Health 
Authority  to  the  Health  Department  of  the  Local  Authority 
concerned  and  the  foodstuffs  are  examined  at  their  destinations. 

Those  containers  which  may  store  from  500  to  1,250 
caortons  axe  regularly  arriving  in  this  district. 

Inspections  of  the  containers  and  their  contents  are 
carried  out  and  saiaplos  of  the  foods  are  obtained  for  examination 
and  analysis  when  necessary.

Rodent  Control 


The  work  of  rat  and  nice  eradication  has  continued 
during  the  year. 

The  rodent  operative  conhines  the  work  x^rith  other 
duties  in  the  departrient . Complaints  of  infestation  are 
investigated  and,  as  tine  permits,  a routine  inspection  of 
previously  infested  premises  is  carried  out.  Infestations  at 
private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of  charge,  and  in  the  case  of 
business  or  agricultural  premises,  the  actual  cost  of  treatment 
plus  an  establishment  percentage,  is  charged. 

The  anti-coagulant  l/arfarin  is  used  with  a bait  base 
of  medium  oatmeal.  The  poison  known  as  Porbormidc,  which  is 
specific  to  rats,  has  been  used  in  special  cases.  No  evidence 
of  V/arfarin  resistance  in  rats  has  been  found.  In  some  premises 
v/here  there  has  been  nice  infestation,  however,  some  difficulty 
in  eradication  has  been  experienced.  In  these  cases  treatment 
was  carried  out  using  J^lpha-chloralose  bait.  This  is  a narcotic 
drug  which  retards  the  metabolic  processes,  slowing  respiration, 
reducing  blood  pressure  and  lowering  body  tomperatiu?e . In  small 
narmials  such  as  nice,  the  heat  is  lost  so  rapidly  that  death 
occurs . 


Its  effectiveness  however  is  reduced  in  warn  weather 
or  where  central  heating  is  installed.  In  this  case  some  success 
has  been  obtained  by  the  use  of  dusting  powder  or  tracking  dust 
consisting  of  ^0%  Lindane.  Trapping  and  the  acute  poisons  are 
also  used.

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Agriculture  (Safety,  Health  & Welfare  Provisions)  1936. 

Local  Authorities  are  required  to  ensure  the 
provision  of  adequate  sanitary  conveniences  on  agricultural 
holdings,  and  also  to  see  that  those  arc  kept  clean.  During 
the  Spring  and  Suimer  nonths,  the  nornal  coiiplencnt  of  workers 
is  often  increased  hy  the  enployricnt  of  casual  labour,  and  tempor- 
ary arrangenents  have  often  to  be  iiade.  These  were  inspected 
and  foimd  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  Diseases  of  J^ninals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1937 

This  Order  prohibits  the  feeding  of  unboiled  vjaste 
foods  to  certain  animals  and  poultry,  its  object  being  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  foot  and  mouth  disease,  swine  fever,  fowl 
pest  and  other  diseases. 

Pig  keepers  and  poultry  farmers  in  this  district  ha.ve 
now  discontinued  the  collection  and  use  of  waste  foods.  Routine 
visits  are  made  to  all  premises, 

Farms 


Intensive  forming  methods  create  m.any  problems  in 
regard  to  manure  disposal,  especially  where  building  development 
has  taken  place  near  farm  lands.  Some  complairt s were  received 
of  offensive  odours  resulting  from  manure  spreading.  These  were 
investigated  ord  in  most  cases  some  improvement  was  effected 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  farmers  concerned. 

Complaints  wore  also  mado  by  residents  in  a housing  aroa  adjacent 
to  farm  lands  where  lime  spreading  was  taking  place.  change  in 
the  wind  direction  caused  the  lime  dust  to  be  blovm  and  deposited 
over  the  gardens  and  houses  in  the  area.  This  work  of  lino 
spreading  is  genere.lly  carried  cut  by  a contractor  on  behalf  of 
the  farmer.  In  this  instance  an  interview  with  the  operator 
helped  to  minimise  the  inconvenience  caused. 

Piggeries  and  Stables  etc. 


During  the  summer  months  particulo.rly,  stables , 
piggeries,  poultry  and  mushroom  houses  can  be  a soirrce  of 
considerable  nuisance,  and  routine  visits  to  these  premises  are 
made .
